Entering” the hoinestn*tch, where Mc- 
t.’aliey hrouglit Korniak up ou tlie outside with a bold 
challengt', and was on even terms with .Sir John 
Johnson, Gold.stein took the latter wide and carried 
Kormak out with him. This permitted Bob R. to 
slip tiinmgU ou the inside and save much ground and 
ill the final sixteenth the latter got up to win going 
away. With a little lietter luck Korniak probably 
would have won. As it was. he was beaten a neck 
for He<-oiid place. I'late Glass propped at the start, 
and quit when he reached the first turn. 

The first and fifth races fumislnHl stirring finishes 
with the winner first home by short heads. Mad 
River just lasted long enough in his race to withstand 
Jawlionc’s rush, while Joe Galteiis barely outstayed 
Chilton Queen in his race. The latter was supposed 
to be a “good thing” and was well backed by a 
coterie of shrewii operators.

Tecoac Reduces Condesa Course Record to 1:41^^ — 
November 20 to Be Gala Day. 



Mexico City, Mex., November 11. — A good crowd 
at the Condesa track toilay witnessed the victory of 
two thoroughbreds from former Governor Guil- 
lertiHi de Lauda y Kscandon's stable, his 

chestnut horse Billy, brother to Force, win- 
ning easily from Maniues de San Roman, 
which ran second In the Derby, and Made- 

Ion. an other coiit<*nder in the same event. This 
was the fourth race of the day. In the sixth Gover- 
nor Lamia’s goml horse Te<*oac easily defeated a 

s|M*ody hand and ran a mile in the track record time 

of Tecuac’s performance w'as the more re- 

markable, as it was his first race of the season. 
Jockey George Mountain, who has been riding ex- 
cellently here, guided both of these horses to vic- 
tory. 

Ida Barbadoes was an easy winner in the open- 
ing race, while J. C. Ferriss’ Forecaster finished 
tirat ill the second. Both of these horses wrere rid- 
den by jf>ckey Dave Nic*ol. The third purse fell to 
Augelus. which had uot been showing good form 
here, luit was easily host today, w’inning over Flying 
Feet, Kuropatkin and Freckle. W. G. Yanke’s In- 
cision t<M)k the fifth race by a scant head.

[ Shooting Star is the w'iniier of the recently run 
Mexican Derby, and is by Requital — Star Lily. This 
filly has startwl five times, with the remarkable 
record of four firsts and one second, and for this 
reason, in ac<*ordanee with the custom of Mexican 
owners of thoroughliteds, she will be retired from 
i the track in the hope of est.ablishing a line of speody 
.M«xlcan-hred horses. Shooting Star, in the brief 
iiuml*er of times she has faced the barrier, has won 
$12,500 for her owner. 

Mexico Cltv, Mex.. November 12. — The largest 
crowd s<*en a*t Condesa sinci* Derby Day gathered 
today to witness the running of the eighth card of 
the season. The betting ring was crowded with en- 
^‘huslasts between the races and the layers did a 
"‘risk business. 

The fifth race w'as the chief feature of the day. 
The entries and tlie order of their finish were Harrl- 
gan, Oakland. Chapultepec, Round the World and 
the winner of the first Mexican Derby, Star Eyes. 
The horses were off to an almost perfect start, Oak- 
land making the running from the rise of the barrier 
until well into the long stretch, which is easily 
rhree-elghths of a mile in length. A half furlong 
from the finish Harrlgan, Oakhind. Chapultepec and 
Round the World were practically neck and neck 
In a magnificent struggle, which brought the crow'd 
to their feet, cheering, madly calling to their

Lexington, Ky., November 18. — ^The Kentucky 
State Racing Commission at a called meeting to<lay, 
reversed the decision of Judges Charles F. Price 
and John B. Dillon in the case of the horse. Joe Del- 
bold, authorized the renewal of the Kentucky En- 
durance Stakes at four miles for 1912 and framed 
a measure intended to break up handbooking on 
licensed race tracks in this state. Vice-Chairman 
Milton Young and Messrs. F. A. Daingerfield and 
Johnson N. Camden w'ore present. 

The Joe Deibold case came before the (kimmisslon 
on appeal. Joe Deibold, running in. the name of 
George H. Whitney, finished second in the first raco 
at Latonia November 9. Among others in that race 
was Bill Todd, running In the name of C. A. Thorn- 
ton. li. V. Bellew put in a claim for Joe Deibold. 
.Mr. Whitney refused to give him up on the ground 
that Mr. Bellow did not appt*ar to have registered 
bis ownership of the horse and that therefore he 
had no right to claim Joe Deibold. On afiidavit. 
Judges Price and Dillon sustained the claiming of 
the horse. Mr. Whitney appealed the case and the 
ruling of the commission today reads: 

“Rule 50 is mandatory, and failure of owner or 
owmers to comply with said rule deprives the horst; 
Bill To<ld of any standing in the race. If the judge 
of tlie race had known the facts, he should not have 
let the horse start, the entry being mill and void. 
Not know’ing the facts and the horse having startc<l. 
if he had won the facts then being known to tlie 
judges, they should have deprived him of the race. 
The horse Bill Todd not having any standing in the 
race, his owner or part owner can certainly not 
claim any privilege granted under rule 143. Tluo 
race to the owner of Bill Todd stands as if said 
horse had never startefl. The ruling sustaining the 
claiming of L. V. Bellew of the horse Joe Deibold, 
owned by appellant, George U. Whitney, Is there- 
fore set aside and said claim is held of no effect.” 
Mr. Whitney has J<*e Deiliold here. 

On motion of Major Daingerfield. tlie commission 
authorized the renewal of the Kentucky Endurance 
Stakes, four niik's. for 1912. specifying that the con- 
ditions shall be the same as those covering race of 
this year, including the addition of a $1,000 gold 
cnip by the (commission, and with the further stipula- 
tion that ‘‘the stake shall be run in the fall of 1912 
on the grounds of the association licensed by this 
commission adding the most money to the stake.” 
Sealed bids for the stake will be received by the 
commission from the various associations up to and 
including March 1. 1912. No bid of less than $6,000 
will be entertained by the c*ommlssion. 

The following rule, which is to lay over for thirty 
days liefore final action, was offered: 

“Anyone guilty of making a handliook on the 
grounds of any racing asso<*iation licensed by this 
commi.sslon during any race m(*eting thereof, shall 
be ej<‘cte(l from the grounds, and any owner, trainer, 
jockey, or other person interested in any horse or 
horses at said race meeting, who shall be guilty 
of betting with or through any such handlMK>k shall 
be ejects from the grounds, and the license of 
such jiersons wlio are licensed by the commisslou 
shall be revoked.” 

Secretary Johnston was anthorized to prepare the 
third biennial report of the commission to the Ken- 
tucky Legislature as required by the law. 

The jury in the so(M>iu1 trial of Thomas F, Dolan, 
for the murder of Patrick .Mooney, this afternoon 
fail(Kl to agree and was dismissed. Tlicy stood 
nine for conviction and three for acquittal. E. R. 
Bradley is on Dolan’s bond for $10,000. He will 
be tried again in January. 

Major T. J. Carson has leased the three-year-old 
stallion Trap Rock, a son of Rock Sand — Topiary, 
from August Belmont, and be will be at the head of 
the Dixiana Stud the coming season. 

There are now about 325 horses of all ages in 
training at the Kentucky A.ssociation track. At 
least one4ialf of thorn, however, will be shipped to 
the winter meetings at Charleston and Havana. J. 
C. Milam, who usually winters here, will be one of 
the busy ones, at Charleston. He will ship eleven 
head of yearlings and five older horses. Walter 
Grater, another who has wt raced during the- win- 
ter in reci'nt years, is planning to go to tharlcston. 

Countless did not come here with the string of ,T. 
W. .May. Tills good handicap horse developed an 
osselct and is to mn out all winter at the- farm of 
his owner, John G. Greener, near Nashville. Trainer 
May expects to take him up in the spring. Cherry- 
ola is another good racer that Is to rest this winter. 

George Miller, who left New York today for Buda- 
pest with a consignment of raar(*s and foals from .1. 
B. Haggin’s Blmendorf Farm, will bring back a num- 
ber of Shire horses that John Mackey is now buying 
in England. ____________________

CAN BOTH TROT AND RUN FAST. 

Of a peculiar line of breeding fostered by the 
French government a Paris letter to London Sports- 
man says: “The Trotting Society of Caen, whose 

charter gave the right to organize facing on the 
flat and over country for thorough and half-breds. 
and permitted not only the leasing of V'incennes, but 
also of the modern and handsome track at Saint 
Cloud, has iuaugurated with great success the ‘il- 
legitimate’ si)ort for trotters bred in Normandy, 
Brittany, and other provinces where breeders have 
been <x»niplaining for some time past of the slender 
budget placed at their disposal. 

“Kemarkabie progress has been made in the 
breeding of the half-bred. In appearance, judging 
from those seen at Vincennes, they are thorough- 
bred to all intents and purposes. M, Olry-Koederer, 
with Harmonic the Third, won easily, notwithstand- 
ing the opposition offered by Giroflee. who over- 
jumi>od herself at the finish and. getting rid of her 
jockey, allowed her opponent to pass the post almost 
unopposed. The winner showed good form on the 
trotting track. Seven went to the post, and save 
the incident above mentioned all went the course, 
clearing hurdles and other jumps in faultless style, 
and holding out great promise for the success of 
these hyt»rid gatherings, largely patronized by the 
general public. Advocates and casuists of the rac«'- 
conrse will now lie able to argue the question, as to 
whether those jumping and flat racing trotters will 
be permitted to race during the close season enacted 
by the Societe d’Encouragement and the Societe des 
Steeple-chases de France. The horses seen out at 
Vincennes showed they had lx*en well schooled, and 
that good steadying weights would not stop them. 
We are perliaps getting one step nearer the “Petits 
Chevaux’ of the seaside casinos. Some extensive 
purchj^s have been made of trotting sires destined 
for gm-ernment by tbe official buyers. The condi 
tions are tliat the horse preseuted shall show through 
his pedigree tljat he is as near being thoroughbred 
as possible — good shoulders .plenty of bone, correct, 
well bal.nnet'd, and from 1.5 hands 2 inches to 10 
hands. Thirty-one sires were purchased for the 
sum of $04,400. the lowest price given being $l,or>6 
and the liighest $6,000.’’

LEXINGTON SALE AROUSES INTEREST. 

Will Be Most Important Thoroughbred Event of the 
Week in Kentucky — Blue Grass Gossip. 



Lexington, Ky., November 18. — The interest of 
turfmen in this locality will center about the auc- 
tion of thoroughbreds that is to lie held here next 
Tuesday and Wednesday. The sale is to Ik» the first 
in Kentucky of the Powers- Hu liter Company, which 
was created by W. L. Powers and Stewart Hunter 
upon tlie retirement of the Fasig-Tipton Company 
from the thoroughbred sales field last summer. The 
auction is to be held in the mammoth barn of the 
Harbison. Jewell & Patterson Company, adjoining 
the grounds of the Kentucky Trotting Horse Breed- 
ers’ Association and known as ’rattersalls, and 
George A. Bain is to be the auctioneer. 

The catalogue embraces 193 head, of which eighty 
are mares that have bwn In the stud or are ready 
for retirement, eighty-three are yearlings, twenty- 
three are weanlings, six are stallions and one. Pink 
and Black, is a gelding just out of training. The 
stallions are Boanerges, from the Spendthrift Stud; 
Buck Massie, from the Pe<iiiest Stud: Cedarstroroe, 
own<‘d by R. W. Nelson, of Jer.sey City; KIkhorn, 
owued by E. L. Davis, of Midway: Filigrane, owned 
by Fred A. Forsythe, of Harrod.sburg, and St. SI- 
moniau II.. from the Hartland Stud. 

There are fifty-three consignors to the sale, but 
the largest single consignment is that of Messrs. 
Milton Yonn.g, Thomas Piatt and Jolin D. Carr. It 
embraces fifty-five head — tweuty-eiglit bnxidmares, 
tweut.v-tive yearlings and two weanlings. The occa- 
sion for this big consignment is the second retire- 
ment of Colonel Young from tlie ranks of the breed- 
ers. After he dispersed his Mc(3rathiana Stud in 
October 190S. Colonel Young gradually got back 
into tin business through his inability to sit at a 
sales ring and see a thoroughbred knocked down to 
anyone else for less than what he tlmught it worth. 
In a little while he had accumulated the stallions 
Mexican and Ix'onidas and aiiout; sixty mar»‘s and as 
many youngsters and lie found hi nisei f leasing the 
tiorliam farm on which to keep them. This place 
was not large enough to aceummodate all of them 
and Messrs. Carr and Piatt took an interest with 
iiim in some of the mares and kept them at their 
farms. When Irving II.' Wheateroft decided to 
transfer the St. .Tames Stud to Australia last month, 
he bought the stallions and about tliirt,v mares from 
Colonel Young and took them with him. After this 
sale Colonvl Young's tborougbbred holdings will be

favorites and excitedly throwing hats in the air. 
As the horses approached the finish, it was in the 
midst of the most animated scene that has ever 
,l»een witnessed cm this course. few strides from 
the w'irc‘, Harrigan, which had not succ?eeded in 
getting well into the running until well down the 
stretch, responded to the call of Hoffman, and 
with a great burst of speed flashed to the front, 
lieating Oakland by a half length. Oakland was 
u scant head in advance of Chapultepec, which out- 
gamed W. G. Yanke’s fast filly by a half length. 
Star Eyes, w’hich had not previously faced the bar- 
rier this season, acted eontrarily and was difficult 
to handle from the moment of leaving the paddock. 
He finishe<l far behind and was completely out of it 
from the start. The handicapping by Presiding 
Judge W. H. Shelley in this race was good, as was 
shown by the horses coming to the finish with but a 
length separating the four leaders. 

The most valuable race decided was the fourth, 
the Grand Criterion Stakes, for two-year-old Mexi- 
can-foaled colts and fillies. .\.mor Brothers’ Ma- 
chintla, winner of the Criterion Stakes last Sun- 
day. was again a victor, scoring by a length over 
liU Liiz, with Madreperla, a stable mate of the 
winner, third. 

The Henderson & Hogan stable took two purses, 
the first aud the third, with Henry Walbank and 
Tim Judge. J. C. Ferriss won the second and the 
closing races with Traynw>re and Galliota. 

The saddle honors were taken by tw’O jockeys 
today. J. Howard winning the stake race on Ma- 
<hintla and also lieing successful with Traymore 
and Galliota. R. Hoffman piloted Harrigan to vic- 
tory in the handicap and also had winning mounts 
on Henry Walbank and Tim Judge. 

Hal Stevens aud W. J. Delaney arrived today and 
will remain to the end of the meeting, when they 
will pro<*eetl to Juarez for the winter racing season 
in that border city. 

Starter Harry Morrissey’s work here since the 
opening of the season has la-eii gotsl. but t«*day he 
was particularly effective, stuiding all of hla fields 
away from the barrier to perfect starts. 



PLUNGES OF THE LATE JOHN W. GATES. 



The late John W. Gates used to say that the ratx* 
track furnished him with the relaxation ho needeii 
after business. Race track men are of the opinion 
‘ that the horses owed him nothing when he died, as 
he was not only ehrewd in his speculations, but 
lucky with.al. 

Mr. Gates was the last but one of tlie hig plung- 
ers w'hom tlie conservative members of the Jockey 
Club would have been glad to see stay away from 
the tracks lK*cause of the wholesale manner in 
which they wagered. It is a matter of comment 
among racing men that like two other noted plungers 
he died within a year after racing had been sus- 
pended iu tlie vicinity of New York. 

Senator McCarren was the first to die of the 
plungers who made history when racing was at its 
zenith. Senator McCarren did not court publicity 
as did Davy Johnson, the second of the trio, nor 
Mere his methods as flamboyant as those of Gates. 
He b«*t quietly and nobody could tell after a race 
whether 1 m? had w’on or lost. He rarely smiled and 
his training is a politician made his face a mask 
which hid every emotion. 

Davy Johnson was exactly the opposite. The 
world knew' what he was doing alwaj's, and during 
the ninniiig of a race his tiro of comment was in- 
cessant. Ho never bet as much money as McCarren 
or (iates, but it was only because be didn’t have it, 
as he was w’holly reckless and regarded money as 
to much paper. Its purchasing power meant nothing 
to him and he was up and down all the time. 

Mr. Gates was what wa.s called an information 
player and he always bail somebody ui>on w’host' 
judgment he (xmld rely. He w’as a believer iu his 
luck to a remarkable degree and followed it occa- 
sionally, but as ill bis other sj^eculations those? con- 
nected with the turf w'ere intended to yield a profit, 
in the days when Enoch Wishard trained for John 
A. Drake. Mr. Gates w'ould rely absolutely P’^nn 
the judgment of the clever hors«‘man who was 
making Ort Wells and other members of the Drake 
stable perform wonders at times. On occasions he 
would permit hinist-lf to be touted by somelHaly 
with an alleged goo«l thing, but as a rule it was 
Wishard, or later Dnrnoll. wdio advised him iu 
ma tiers pertaining to the track. 

English turfmen credit Gates and his partner 
Drake with one of th« biggest coups ever pulled off 



in their (jountry. The best sprinter in England 
when he wmnted to try was a man-eating chestnut 
stallion called Royal Flush. His t«*niper was so 
bad that jockeys and trainers stood in constant fear 
of him. Wishard, who is unsurpassed as a trainer 
and THMiqueror of vieiqns horses, realized that iii his 
hands the stallion would he doubly valuable, and 
he urged Drake to buy him. The price paid, |4,(M)0, 
was not a lithe of the horse’s rial value. 

Wishard told the writer the story of how he got 
the horse home, put him in a big box stall, tie<l 
his head securely on cither side and bull whipjied 
him into submission. There is no more powerful 
weapon In the hands of a man who knows how to 
use it than the hull whip, and a horse broken with 
It never forgets the sting of the thong at the end of 
the flftwn-foot lash. After one or two doses of it 
Royal Flush would stand In the center of the stall 
and let the smallest kid in the stable make his 
toilet. Kind treatment followed the punishment 
.and the lightest handed boy iu the pla(xi exerciso<l 
bim. 

It had been customary to take the horse to tho 
paddock W’earlng a hood with an escort of grooms, 
one on either side and a couple with whips bringing 
up tho rear. Wishard gave Royal Flush a trial 
which confirmed his previous opinion of the horse’s 
s[>eed and he notifieil Drake and Gates that the 
horsi* could win the Goodw’ood (.’up, one of the best 
races of the season, and advised their backing him 
heavily. Betting on the races in England on stake 
events Is indulged In sometimes months previous 
to the running and the money was placed quietly, 
starting at very long odds, as the best horses in 
England were eligible for the race and tho distance 
was popularly believed to be beyond the likiug of 
the horse. 

When the day of the race came around the talent 
were dumfounded when a lad walked into the en-» 
closure leading the once savage horse by the halter. 
The hood was gone, llki'wise the cruel bit and double 
leading rein and there were no grooms following 
with whips. The mighty sprinter behaved like a 
gentleman in the paddock, gave no trouble when 
lieing saildled and mounted aud walked sedately to 
the i>ost. It is a matter of history how Lester Reiff 
toyed with the horses opposed to him and it was 
the worst <lay the English ring had seen in a long 
time when Royal Flush romped home an easy 
winner. 

The English turf authorities looked askance. They 
> could scarcely figure how a horse could show such 
an improvement in so short a time and when vie 
tories on the part of other horses In the stable 
followed there was more than a well defined rumor 
that the Americans would not be missed if they 
should determine to race no more iu that country. 
There was a story that the Jockey Club stewards 
sent an extremely courteous note to the owners of 
the stable when they were about to take the steamer 
for New York regretting their departure, but ex- 
pn*ssing the hope that if they returned they would 
not find it conveiilent to race any horses in England. 

.Mr. Gates’s last spectacular play on an American 
ra<?e course was five years ago. when “Boots” Dur- 
nell was runnning a number of horses which rumor 
said had b<?eii paid for by Mr. Gates. Durnell was 
constantly in coii.sultution with Mr. Gates whenever 
th«‘ latter was at the course, and that was almost 
daily during the racing season, a fast automobile 
bringing him to the track at a siieed which kept 
the mounted police on the Ocean Parkway busy dmlg- 
ing his machine. The good things the combination 
pulled off that season were legion and the size of 
the wagers was such that tho meraliers of the Jockey 
(’lub who were constant iu their endeavors to min 
imizc siicculation chafed over their inability to 
keep the plunger within bounds. Matters were com- 
ing to a point when soraerhing drastic was looked 
for when Mr. Gates took a vacation abroad. When 
he returned Durnell was not training a stable of 
lu*rses and there was an end to the most successful 
combination that had been seen on the American 
turf for many a day. 

Mr. Gates during his whole career on the turf 
went on the theory that his money was his own 
and he could us<* it as he saw fit. If he wanted to 
tiet $10,000 or $20,000 he bet it and won or lost, 
and tho public invariably knew whether he was suc- 
cessful or not: In fact* he was the easiest of the 
plungers to check up. — New Y’ork Sun.
